Council endorses river protection

A proposal to designate the lower Jordan River as a 
Wild-Scenic Natural River was endorsed by the East Jor- 
dan City Council at the March 7 meeting. 

After a discussion on the impact on city and private 
property along the river, the council approved most of the 
points in the proposal submitted by the Friends of the 
Jordan River Watershed, Inc. to the Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources. 

If the proposal is accepted, the entire river from its 
headwaters in Chestonia Township to the mouth at Lake 
Charlevoix will be protected under the state Natural Rivers 
Act (PA 231 of 1970.) 

On the advice of interim city superintendent William 
Hughes, the council attached a stipulation to the endorse- 
ment, restricting its direct influence on downtown property 
just above Bridge Street. Hughes was concerned about the 
impact on both city and Downtown Development Author- 
ity zoning. 

“In endorsing the designation, to a certain extent the city 
is giving zoning authority to the state,” Hughes said. He 
noted the state usually will not override local zoning 
authority, but it can and will when local zoning conflicts 
with the state plan. 

Where the area surrounding the mouth and estuary of the 
lower river is already zoned CR (Conservation Reserve), 
impact will be minimal. CR zoning includes most of the 
affected parcels, but even where other zoning is in place 
much of the land is already protected flood plain and 
wetland. 

But downtown, from the east side of the bridge to where 
Brown Creek empties into the estuary, is zoned as a 
waterfront district. Hughes explained that the Wild-Scenic 


designation will completely restrict all activity within the 
first 100 fect setback from the water. 

“The inability to cut vegetation in the 100-foot buffer 
zone would cause serious impact,” said Hughes, He men- 
tioned the impact on other activities, including the antici- 
pated improvement of some affected parcels. 

Hughes suggested withholding at least 700 feet from the 
bridge south, encompassing both sides of the estuary to 
Brown Creek. 

John Richter, vice-president of FJRW, agreed with the 
exclusion, calling the designation symbolic. The group’s 
objective is toextend the Natural River designation past the 
1972 limit at Rogers Road to include the biologically rich 


estuary. continued on back 


This coming Monday, March 20, East 
Jordan voters will be asked to approve a 
2.25 mill levy to pay for a new middie 
school and renovations to existing school 
buildings.

convinced the board that the only practical 
solution to overcrowdihg was to expand. 
Research has indicated the problem will 
continue. fo increase.

Natural river designation sought for lower Jordan 


Editor's note: On Feb. 21, John Rich- 
ter submitted this letter to the director of 
the Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources on behalf of the Friends of 
the Jordan River Watershed. 


On behalf of our members and Board of 
Directors, the Friends of the Jordan River 
Watershed, Inc. propose that the lower Jor- 
dan River (north from Rogers Bridge, 
Charlevoix County to its mouth, M032 
bridge in East Jordan), including the major 
tributary, Deer Creek, be formally desig- 
nated- wild and scenic under Michigan’s 
Natural Rivers Act (P.A. 231 of 1970). 

The Friends of the Jordan is an active

grass-roots organization with the mssion to 
preserve and protect the environmental and 
recreational quality of the Jordan River 
watershed. 

Althoug the Jordan was first among 
Michigan’s rivers to be so designated, in 
1972, the lower portion was somehow 
omitted. We believe that including the lower 
Jordan and Deer Creek is an essential ele- 
ment to this initial designation and would 
complete the original intent of the Natural 
Rivers Plan. This in effect would connect 
and protect an entire riverine system and 
conforms nicely with current ecosystem 
management concepts. 

Whereas it is a unique ecosystem by

itself including vast flood plains, wetlands, 
swamps, marches, and uplands, this lower 
region functions as a crucial and vital link 
to maintaining green belt and ecologic cor- 
ridors throughout the entire watershed. And 
via Lake Charlevoix, it provides an eco- 
logic link to the Great Lakes. 

This lower region is a “biotic refuge” of 
great ecologic importance, home to scores 
of diverse plant and animal species, some 
threatened or endangered. Nesting pairs of 
Bald Eagles and Osprey rely upon this 
intact and contiguous corridor for their sur- 
vival. 

This region contains a large estuary, pro- 
vides important nesting areas, supports 
spawning runs, breeding grounds, and cru- 
cial habitat for a diverse number of species. 
Tt is of unusually high quality, relatively 
undeveloped and serves a vital function for 
the entire Jordan River watershed, Lake 
Charlevoix and Lake Michigan. 

However, as our region grows and devel- 
ops, placing ever increasing demands on 
our land and water resources, especially 
riparian zones, it is our fear that this rare 
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intact river system could become frag- 
mented and degraded. Lost forever would 
be this unique habitat and the opportunity 
to preserve and know a truly natural river. 

It is our hope that the Jordan River Natu- 
ral Rivers Plan can be amended to include 
the lower Jordan and Deer Creek and that 
all provisions of that plan be effectuated on 
all new sections. We further propose that 
under the provisions of Act 231, section 13 
(2) and Rule 11, R 281.11, state zoning 
rules be extended to all new sections so 
designated. 

Currently there is a good deal of interest 
by a wide variety of people in this area, such 
as the Charlevoix County Community Foun- 
dation, Little Traverse Conservancy. 
Friends of the Jordan, Tip of the Mitt Wa- 
tershed Council, MDNR Fisheries Divi- 
sion, Forestry Division, Real Estate Divi- 
sion and others, to secure riparian lands 
along the lower Jordan and Deer Creek. 

In addition, the Friends of the Jordan has 
been meeting with township, county, and 
city officials as well as private land owners

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Plan filed for decommissioning Big Rock 


Consumers Power Company has filed a decommission- 
ing plan for its Big Rock Point nuclear power plant with the 
U.S. Nuclear Regulatory Commission (NRC) and the Michi- 
gan Public Service Commission (MPSC). 

Owners of nuclear power plants are required by federal 
law to file a proposed decommissioning plan five years 
prior to the permanent closing of a facility. Big Rock 
Point’s operating license expires May 31, 2000. 

The plan, submitted March | to the NRC and MPSC, 
spells out the proposed method of decommissioning and 
explains how low and high-level radioactive waste will be 
managed. It also contains an analysis of safety issues and 
provides a cost cstimate and funding plan. The plan pro- 
poses no electric rate increases for Consumers Power 
customers. 

Because the federal government does not yet have a site 
to store spent nuclear fuel and Michigan does not have a

IRS says: explore 
earned income credit 


Low-income workers may have abonus coming from the 
Internal Revenue Service this year. 

“Over 420,000 Michiganians are eligible to receive the 
Earned Income Tax Credit (EITC),” said IRS district 
director Aricne Kay. “This year for the first time, many low 
income workers who do not have a child living with them 
may also be eligible for the credit. 

“If you are single, or married filing a joint return, and 
earned less than $9,000 in 1994, you could receive up to 
$306 extra in your federal refund. You, or your spouse, 
must be over age 24 and under age 65 to qualify for the 
credit,” she said. 

Kay said the credit has also been expanded for families 
with children. “Taxpayers who eamed less than $25,296, 
and had two or more children living with them in 1994 
could receive an extra $2,364. If you have one child at 
home the income limit is $23,755, and the maximum credit 
is $2,038,” she said. 

Tax help is available from the IRS in a variety of ways. 
Free tax assistance is available in local neighborhoods 
through our Volunteer Income Tax Assistance (VITA) pro- 
gram. Sites are located in community centers, libraries, 
churches, and other convenient locations throughout Michi- 
gan. 

Taxpayers can call 1(800)829-1040 for more informa- 
tion on site locations. 

“We want to make sure every Michigan taxpayer re- 
ceives the assistance they need to file a federal tax return,” 
Kay said. 


facility to dispose of low-level radioactive waste, Consum- 
ers Power proposes in its decommissioning plan that the 
plant be held in a safe storage condition for an extended 
period of time following final shutdown. For planning 
purposes, Consumers Power estimates that this safe stor- 
age period will last until 2026. 

Once a low-level radioactive waste storage facility is 
available, plant dismantlement will begin and the site will 
be restored to a “green field” condition within about three 
years. Deferral of dismantlement will result in reduced 
exposure rates for workers and productivity improvements 
because radiation will be below levels present at shutdown. 

The plan proposes that fue] be removed from the reactor 
and stored in the spent fuel pool after final shutdown. 
Maintenance, operations, security and support personnel 
will remain on site to maintain necessary equipment and 
provide needed services. 

It is anticipated that the spent fuel will be transferred into 
transportable canisters by 2005 for temporary storage and 
ultimate shipment tothe U.S. Department of Energy (DOE), 
which has responsibility for final disposal of spent fuel. 

“The decommissioning of Big Rock Point highlights the 
clear need for the U.S. Department of Energy to live up to 
its legal responsibility to take final custody of spent fuel,” 
said Michael G. Morris, president and chief executive 
officer of Consumers Power. “It illustrates the great value 
of the legislation introduced last week by U.S. Representa- 
tive Fred Upton that would require DOE to develop an 
interim storage facility for spent fuel and fully fund devel- 


opment of a final repository.” 

The cost of decommissioning Big Rock Point is esti- 
mated to total $290.1 million. Approximately $85 million 
of the total cost will be incurred during the storage period 
from 2000 to 2026. Consumers Power customers currently 
pay $19.3 million per year, or about 35 cents a month per 
typical residential customer, for the plant’s decommission- 
ing trust fund. 

“Big Rock Point has served Michigan well, with many 
pioneering achievements in the nuclear industry over the 
past 33 years,” said Morris. “I believe it will achieve 
another milestone five years from now when it becomes the 
first nuclear plant to operate successfully all the way to the 
end of its operating license.” 

Big Rock Point was the world’s first high power-density 
boiling water reactor and an important research site for the 
nuclear power industry. The plant has generated electricity 
since 1962 and was named a Nuclear Historic Landmark by 
the American Nuclear Society. Owned and operated by 
Consumers Power Company, Big Rock Point is capable of 
producing 67 megawatts of electricity, enough to serve a 
community of 38,000 people.

Caring Program 
for children 


The Northern Michigan Association of Health Under- 
writers (NMAHU), in conjunction with local United Way 
Chapters and Blue /Cross and Blue Shield of Michigan, 1s 
distributing information about the Caring Program for 
Children, a nonprofit program that provides outpatient and 
preventative health care coverage to cligible uninsured 
youngsters. 

The Caring Program provides coverage at no cost to 
families except for $1 whenever they need a prescription 
drug for their child. Immediate openings are available and 
parents are encouraged to apply directly to the program. 

The Caring Program has provided coverage to nearly 
10,000 Michigan youngsters since its inception. Health 
care costs for youngsters are paid through acombination of 
state and federal grants and private donations. 

Children in the program can receive doctor office visits, 
immunizations, prescriptions, diagnostic services, emer- 
gency care and approved outpatient surgeries and outpa- 
tient substance abuse treatment. The program does not 
cover inpatient hospitalization. 

To be eligible for the coverage, a child must be unmar- 
ried Michigan resident under the age of 19 who is not 
eligible for other forms of public or private health cover- 
age. All children in a family must be enrolled.

Thinking perhaps I had better alternate these articles 
according to length and weight, as well as to whether they 
fall into the Pioneer or Modern category, J have decided to 
give you a little bit of personal history. Perhaps it may serve 
to awaken memories of your own, which need only a twitch 
to make them live again. 

It goes back to when I was about six years old. At that 
time my father had a bout with the TB bug. They did not 
have the knowledge or facilities to care for each case and 
it was largely up to the patient to cure himself by means of 
fresh air and exercise in big doses, along with proper food. 

In my father’s case, the doctor advised moving to a farm 
as soon as possible. That is how I came tofind myself riding 
on a load of furniture into a country I had never seen before. 
Father and I went on ahead with the wagon load of furni-

ture, leaving my mother and my two younger brothers to 
come a little later. 

In reality it was only a short trip of 15 miles or so. But on 
the dirt roads of that time, and behind a team of horses, 
which was also a new experience for me, the ride seemed 
endless. The roads were rough and the load was heavy, so 
we stopped often to allow the horses to rest. 

While it was light I took turns running along side and 
riding on the seat beside my father. But when the night 
came on I was very tired, so he made a place for me on the 
top of the load. I curled up and watched the woods and the 
stars until ] fell asleep. Even after that I would half-wake at 
irregular intervals wondering if we would ever get there. 
That jolting, rumbling ride is one of my clearest memories. 

However, I have no recollection of our arrival, as I was 
by that time sound asleep. J have often wondered how my 
father got me down off that load without waking me. 

The first thing I remember hearing was my father talking

Atits January meeting, Roundtable

“Credit belongs to the zoning master planners for envi- 
sioning the conservation reserve,” he said. “We already 
benefit with the present zoning.” 

Richter noted that part of the process of obtaining the 
designation is to enlist public discussion — public hearings 
will be held in all municipalities affected by the act, and 
zoning setbacks are negotiable. 

Even with the 700-foot exclusion, council member Dan 
McKinnon had reservations about endorsing the proposal. 

“I’m not opposed to the concept,” said McKinnon. “But 
I can’t endorse this proposal when it will affect private 
property owners.” 

“To keep what we have in quality condition,” said 
council member Ruth Gee during the discussion that 
followed, “Sometimes we have to place restrictions.” 

Audience member Roger Huckle agreed. 

“We have to balance the needs of the many with the 
needs of the few,” he said. “We should save this for our 
grandchildren.” 

In the end, McKinnon reluctantly agreed with the en- 
dorsement of the council. The approval includes the 700- 
foot exclusion, and a statement recognizing the endorse- 
ment influences an area beyond the legal city limits.

to acouple of strange men. AsI roused still more, I saw that 
1 was in a strange house. I had been put down on a pallet on 
the floor. 

For some reason in my half-sleeping condition the strange- 
ness was frightening. ] began to cry a little and call my 
father. He came at once and assured me that we were with 
friends. He covered me with his coat. 

That coat was all the assurance that I needed. Settling 
down again, I snuggled under the coat, feeling as safe as a 
baby in its mother’s arms. 

I often think that that journey, as short as it was, must 
have left a little of the impression on me that so many of our 
early settlers’ children had, and it is one of the favorite 
memories of my childhood. 

Perhaps this memory is the thing which gave me the 
intense interest in the people who settled this part of the 
country. That coupled with the fact that although I have 
lived on several different farms in different parts of the 
county, near each one have been the mouldering remains of 
several old homesteads. Some of them were so old no one 
seemed to know their origin. 

There always was aclearing with at least one gnarled old 
apple tree, and some sign of the means of their water 
supply. Often I have stood and gazed at the remains of alog 
cabin, or perhaps just a hollow in the ground with a few 
rotted timbers where the cellar once was. 

In my mind they would live again — children scampering 
in the sun. A mother standing in the doorway shading her 
eyes with her hand as she tried to see her husband at work 
in nearby woods or fields, or perhaps watching for him to 
return from a journey to some far village. 

But dreams must give way for reality. We must use our 
imaginations to envision the every day life of those who 
preceded us in this wonderful part of the country. But at 
least we can say with a surety that they were working with 
a vision in mind — a vision of a rich land converted to easy 
tillage and a people free from bondage and superstition.
